An additional reason for not over- 


exercising when one has a cold is the 
risk of developing virus pneumonia. This 
is one of the most serious types of pneu- 
monia, and usually follows an infection 
of the nose and throat. 


It is believed the viruses are 


tained in pus and mucus that is 
into the lungs from these infected parts. 
At any rate, we know for a fact that 
virus pneumonia most commonly occurs 
after a cold or throat infection, or a 
severe case of tonsilitis, sinus trouble, 
or influenza. 


Furthermore, it usually starts after 


a person with a respiratory infection has 
performed some kind of physical exer- 
cise. 
We can easily understand that it 


would be easier for pus and germs to 
spread from a blocked-up nose or an 
infection when the person is breathing 
heavily or gasping from exercise. 
: 


The symptoms of virus pneumonia de- 


pend on the severity of the attack, but 
usually the disease is serious and diffi- 
cult to treat. It brings a high fever that 
may rise or fall, and there may be ex- 
treme chills and trembling. 
There is 


usually a hard cough that brings up clear 
sputum. 


The patient has a great deal of 


pain in the chest, and perhaps some 
pain in the abdomen. 
If the case is 


very severe, he may he short of breath. 
An attack of virus pneumonia lasts from 
a few days to weeks. 


The method of identifying this disease 


is by X-rays, which show that the in- 
flammation occurs in definite patches in 
the lung. An examination of the hloorj 
shows few white cells, a feature in 
this differs from other types of 
morna.
